Va., Sept 14.— Uaut Com 
maadcr Van Doser, executive officer 

of tbe cruiser Olympla, Sunday gave 
out an official etutement of tbe facts 
atftendlng tbe explosion of a barrel 
alcolMl Ob the cruimr'a <tock Sat- 
Afdiy night, cauainc tho ^Mktli of 
ICarlne Corporal J. S. Yerkes, of Phil 
adelpbia, and Apprentice Seifert, and 
tbe aerioua Injury of Third Class Mas- 
ter-at-Arma Caster and Apprentice 
BbaToy, In addition to tbe burning ot 
tbe cruiser's forward awnings and 
awning supports. The explosion re- 
eoilted indir iM tly from the smugglinj; 
9t alcobol Into tbe navy yard by mem- 
btrt of tbe crnlaer'a crew. 

Tbe statement of Lieut Commander 
Van Doser says: "The entire crew of 
tbe Olympla were retriirnlng aboard 
l^er 48 hours' shore liberty when a 
ftTO-gallon water breaker full of alco- 
Bbl was diacovered In the forward tur- 
ret The executive officer at once or- 
dered a thorough search of the ship 
ADd tbe yard in her vicinity to find 
aikjr other spirits t|hat might have been 
Muggled. As tbe cruiser Is in dry- 
alick all her small boats are lined in 
rows along the >frharf near the dry- 
dock. Between two of thede boats two 
men were discovered. One fled and 
itacaped in tbe darkii^ess. Tbe otb-ir 
"^nlM placd under arrest. Where the 
iben were hiding was found a full bar. 
Ml of alcobol which bad been broach- 
ed. It wasi by orders tarried nlward 
tte Olympla to be emptieil Into tbe al- 
ji^fkol tank on the aft deck. This tank 
telng full, tbe barrel was carried for- 
fard by Corp. Yerkes, Seifert, Spavey 
fad Caster, In the meantime the crew 
^PNM called to quarters and every man 
MMOnted for. While the men were in 
1^9 answering tbe roll tbe detachment 
with the barrel began pouring its con- 
tents into a tank on the port side <if 
tbe forward turret. They had scarcely 
begun wben, in a manner yet to be 
alicertatned, tho fumes of tbe ^plritH 
bocame Ignited and exploded with ter 
rifle force. Both ends of tbe barrel 
were blown out, followed by a torrent 
of burning alcohol, that spread in a 
0ood of flame over the forward main 
deck. Yerkes wiw struck in tbe head 
lif a stave from the barrel and fell 
iilto the burning mase. ' He was roast- 
ed to death. Tbe other throe men were 
also struck by flying fragments of the 
barrel, but were knocked away from 
the center of tbe fire and thus escaped 
fatal injury." 

EXPLOtlON IN A RAILWAY YARD. 



DEATH OF COL. R. T. JACOB. 



He Was a Picturesque Figure During 
tha Civil War. 

Louisville, Ky., Sept 14.— Col. R. T. 
Jacob, a picturesque figure during the 
civil war, died at bis home in this city 
Sunday. Col. Jacob was 78 years old, 
and was wideUr known as the man 
who saved Kentuekjr from secossloii 
and also aa tho captor of Oen. John 
Morgan. 

Col. Jacob's career began with a trip 
across tbe plains In 1846. Ho cressad 
In time to jota Fremont's eonaaand 
for service during the Mexican war. 
Returning to Kentucky he was elected 
to the legislature as a democrat. The 
secession question came before tbe 
legislature and Col. Jacob created sur- 
prisa by refusing to vote with tbe 
Breckinridge party, hit vote giving a 
plurality of one for the unionists 
against secession. When active hos- 
tilities opened Col. Jacob organized 
tbe 9tb Kentucky (union) cavalry. 
He participated in the smashing of 
Morgan's raid, and it was to Col. Jacob 
and his command that the confederate 
leader and a number of bis followers 
surrendered. . Near the close of the 
war Col, Jacob baeama lloatanant gov- 
ernor of Iffotaelqr. 

Col. Jaeob's wife, Sarah Benton, 
daughter of Thomaa H. Benton, died 
many years ago. 



THE FAMOUS METEORITE. 



Suit Entered In the Circuit Court For 
Its Possession. 



Lexington, Ky.. Sept. 14.— Suit has 
been instituted In the Bath co\inty cir- 
cuit court by tbe heirs of F. M. Ewing 
to recover from T. J. Pergram the fa- 
mous 300-pound meteorite which was 
seen from Northern Ohio to New Or- 
leans on N()vem!)er ITi, la.-^t, and which 
fell on the land of tbe Ewing estate. 
J. Hugh Pergram discovered tbe mete- 
orite while hunting and be dug it up. 
He has been offered large sums for it. 

Similar suits have been tried in the 
United States In the last few years, 
the court deciding the meteorites to 
be tbe property of tbe landomar, 
while a like suit In Trance result^in 
the aerolite' becoming tbe property of 
the one finding It.

of dynamite in a car In the yards at 
West Bay City Sunday. Robert Rob- 
iln, engineer; William Noble, fireman, 
aad John Cracilo, conductor, were in- 
jtved, tbe latter so severely that he 
may die. All of the trainmen were 
iresidents of this city. The explosion 
oficurred as a switch engine was mak- 
ing up a train. The engine backed 
'down upon several cars, tbe first con- 
taining a thousand pounds of dyna- 
aalte, a consignmeat of Ljiia>Matfor« ri- 
fles and a quantity of reduMd ebarge 
.Mbells for Indoor rifle practice, and it 
' is said tbe force with which it struck 
tho explosive laden car exploded the 
dynaimlte. A big bole was torn in tbe 
ground by tho explosion a score of 
Iralcht cars, many loaded, were demol- 
ishM. and nearly 300 bouses In the vi- 
cinity suffered broken windowu and 
several were so badly wrecked as to 
be uninhabitable. Tbe shock was felt 
In BssoxvUlo, threo miles from the 
■eana.

Tha Telegraph Lines Loading From 

Tampa In All Directions Are 
Down and the City Is in 
Total Darknesa. 

Jacksonville, FIs., Sept 14.— Begin- 
ning Friday morning on the east coast 
and Saturday morning on the west and 
lasting 24 hours, South Florida has 
been swept by tbe strongest hurricane 
known in that part ot tba atato. The 
wires went down at the beginning and 
railroad service was delayed. On that 
account no details reached here until 
Sunday. Even now they are incom- 
plete. 

At Miami the wind attained a veloc 
ity of 65 miles an hour. Tbe car shed 
of tha Bast Coast railroad was lifted 
from its foundations, clear of the cars 

that wero under it, and demolished. 
Several small boats were sunk in the 
bay. Passengers on the East Coast 
train which arrived Sunday night re- 
port that they saw many wrecks along 
the shore from Miami to Hobes sound 
There Is one four mastcMl and one 
three-masted schooner and several 
smaller vessels. Their names are 
hot known. A Standard Oil Co. steam- 
er with two barges is on the beach 
near Beynton. The crew of 15 men 
was saved. Hodles of two unknown 
white men drifted on the beach near 
Boynton. At Stuart 16 acres of pine 
apple sheds were blown down. At 
Jupiter the wind blew 75 miles an hour 
with the rain falling in torrents. 

Taking a day In crossing the penin- 
sula the storm sfnn k Tampa Saturday 
morning soon after attaining a veloci- 
ty of 70 miles an hour and raged all 
day, Tbe roofs of tbe Almeria and 
DeSoto hotels wero blown off. Sev- 
eral ripar factories were badly dam- 
aged at Ybor City and several build- 
ings were unroofed. In Tampa the 
Hampton block was unroofed and six 
small dwellings were blown down. No 
loss of life Is reported. The streets 
are a tangle of wires. Street linen 
made no effort to r\in cars. The wires 
leading from Tampa in all directions 
are down and tha city is in total dark- 
ness. 

Other places on tbe west coast and 
In tho Interior have not been beard 
from and it is feared that when reports 
come in the damage will be vastly In- 
creased. The orange and grape fruit 
crops have b( (n greatly Injured. 

The wires west of. Madison went 
down at t o'clock Sunday night indi- 
cating that the storm ia oow raging 
m Middle Florida.

Pending Investigation the Overseer af 
the Department Waa Temporarily 
Relieved From Duty — Chap* 
lain Placed in Charge 

Philadalpbla, Sept 14.— FoIIowiag 
closely upon Uia azposure of gross Ir- 
regularities In the cigar department of 

the eastern state penitentiary came 
tbe public announcement Sunday 
nlgbt that tbe Illegal coinage of mnior 
sliver pieces has been carried oa by 
convlcta in tha big institution. No da- 
tails of tho counterfeiting scheme can 
be learned from any' of the officials 
connected with the prison or from the 
government officers that have been as- 
signed to the case. The fact that such 
a daring scheme had been carried on 
in the penitentiary was made public 
by George Vaux, Jr., one of the prison 
Inspectors, who summoned newspaper 
men to his home and volaatarily made 
the disclosure. 

He gave out a brief statement which 
is as follows: "Dr. W. D. Robinson 
and Mr. Vnnx. Jr., who are at present 
tile v; itint; ins per tors on duty at the 
east. I II jM nilentiary. made the state- 
ment that there has come to their offi- 
cial knowledge that within a abort 
time an attempt has been mado by ear* 
tain convicts now confined In tbe pen- 
itentiary to manufacture counterfeit 
silver coin.^. But a few pieces were 
made and a number of these have 
come Into the possession of tie in 
specters together with the metals and 
chemicals used, the attempt tiins being 
nipped in tbe bud. The evidence in 
the case is not yet (oiuplete but all 
that has been secured has been sub- 
mitted to the United States authori- 
ties." 

Mr, Vaux refused absolutely to give 
any more details than eontained in his 

statement. From oth(-r sourees. how- 
ever. It was learned that dimes, quar- 
ters and half dollars were the eoin.s 
manufactured. The discovery was 
made several days ago and United 
States socrat service officials were im. 
mediately called in. Their Investiga- 
tion, it is learned. Is still in progress, 
their principal ol).)e(t being to learn 
whether tlieie was collusion between 
the convicts and employes uf tbe In- 
stitution. 

It is believed the discovery of coun- 
terfeiting in the prison waa the result 

of the investigation now being car- 
ried on in the pla(e as a result of the 
irregularities in t le cigar (lepa:tment. 
The irregularities became public mat- 
ter last week, and pending an investi- 
gation Warden Daniel W. Russinger 
and the overseer of the cigar dejjart- 
ment weie temporarily ieli<>\ed from 
duty and the penitentiary placed in 
charge of Rev. Joseph Welch, the 
chaplain. It is alleged that thousands 
of cigars made by convicts are unac- 
counted for, that thousands of them 
did not contain the internal revenue 
stamps anil that in inuiiy Instances the 
law reiiuiring prison made cigars to be 
stamped 'Convict made " was l.gnored. 
How long this baa been carried on is 
yet to be learned. The government of 
the penitentiary Is vested in a board 
of five lns|)e( fors appointed by the gov- 
ernor who servi- without hhIh y. This 
board is now making an Inspection qt 
each branch of the institution and hss 
employed an expert accountant to go 
over the books. In sdditlon to this the 
Internal revenue ofh( ers are carrying 
on a separate investigation. 

Dr, William D. I^ohinson one of tbe 
inspectors, in speaking of the affair, 
said that the inspectors hsve not 
found anything «bat militates against 
the personal Integrity snd ahlltty of 
the warden but had fouml iitiiiiniant 
evidence that the old methods so long 
In vwgue are faulty and aniifiuatert 
Warden Bus.singer has been permitted 
to engage an accountant ta protect hli 
Interests la the matter of bis accounts.
